ST. LOUIS RELIEF COSTS 
‘UP 19 PCT. IN NOVEMBER, 
17 PCT, MORE ON ROLLS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. 
ELIEF costs in St. Louis in- 
creased 19 per cent in No- 
vember over the figure for 
October, and the number of 
families and unattached _ per- 
sons on the relief roll increased 
17 per cent, Federal Emergency 
Relief Administrator Hopkins 
announced ‘ 

The relief agencies spent 
$664,862 in November, when 32,- 
231 families and single persons 
were helped, In October the 
cost of helping 27,465 was $661,- 
248. 


Hopkins said the increase 
was seasonal, and that the 
CWA program had slight effect 
on the November record. Dur- 
ing that month 503 persons, or 
2 per cent of those on relief 
rolls, were transferred to civil 
works jobs. At present 22,919 
CWA jobs have been filled. 

The increase in St. Louis 
compares with an average in- 
crease in the cost of relief in 
135 cities of 6 per cent and an 
average increase of 8 per cent

TOLEDO WORKERS 
QUIT JOBS FOR 


Manufacturers, Operating Un- 
der Codes, File Protests 
With Board.

TOLEDO, O., Dec. 19.—If the of- 
ficial complaints of four Toledo 
manufacturing concerns are justi- 
fied, some of their men are desert- 
ing to take public works jobs. The 
Spicer Manufacturing Co., the 
Valve Bag Co., the Gendron Wheel 
Co. and the Toledo Metal Wheel 
Co. tell the Complaint Board of 
the local CWA Administration it 
happens this way: 

The four manufacturing con- 

cerns pay 38 to 40 cents an hour 
for an eight-hour day, conforming 
jwith Federal codes. The CWA 
workers get 50 cents an _ . hour. 
They work six hours a day. Some 
of those privately employed, the 
complainants declare, quit their 
jobs, certify in their CWA appli- 
cations they are unemployed and 
qualify in this manner, although 
all CWA workers are supposed to 
come from the lists of either the 
relief agencies or the State-City 
Free Employment Service. 
One member “of the Complaint 
Board signed 2 warrant charging 
a glass company worker with tak- 
ing CWA employment—while still 
holding his regular job. 

At Washington, Relief Adminis- 
trator Hopkins said: “We will not 
tolerate such a situation, especially 
where firms are under a code.

Colonel Changes Plans. 


Lindbergh headed out over Flush- 
ing Bay in the direction of the Cur- 
tiss airport at North Beach. Evi- 
dently seeing the large crowd ga- 
thering there, he circled again over 
the bay and finally brought his 
plane down into the _ waters of 
Flushing Bay about half a mile 
from shore. hs 

He taxied the .iiip to a float and 
while its motor still -was idling, 
work of mooring the airplane was 
started. 

Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh went in- 
to a nearby building and waving 
toward a small gathering outside, 
Col. Lindbergh said: “The only 
thing we want right now is for all 
these people to let us go home 
quietly. We've been traveling 
around a bit, you know.” 

A stenographer from the aircraft 
offices met Col. and Mrs. Lind- 
bergh with a large jug of hot cof- 
(fee. Each drank a big cup. It was 
necessary to rent an automobile 
for the Lindberghs’ trip to their 
Englewood home. Less than an 
hour after they landed, they started 
for Englewood. A policeman stood 
on the running board and a motor- 
cycle escort cleared the way. 

In emerging from the building, 
the Lindberghs eluded the crowd 
which by this time had gathered. 
Expecting the Lindberghs to go out 
the back door, the crowd had gath- 
ered there, but instead, they went 
through the front door into the 
automobile. 

The Lindberghs came home just 
five months and 10 days after hop- 
ping from New York on a swvey 
flight that took them over sub-Arc- 
tic lands, Europe, Africa, South and 
Central America. 

They had hurried a bit during 
the last stages of their journey so 
as to be home during the holidays 
with their 16-month-old son. 

The Colonels decision tg come 
down where he did, the point where 
pontoons were fitted to his plane 
for his flight, came as a surprise. 
Little or no preparations had been 
made for his arrival, and, with the 
exception of aircraft officials, there 
was only a small number on hand. 


Summary of the Flight. 


The Lindberghs’ journey- began 
July 9 at New York. Their mono- 
plane took them over Labrador, 
Greenland, over the North Atlan- 
tic to England, along the equator 
to Brazil, then northward again— 
the West Indies, Miami, Charles- 
ton—and finally home. 

Scientists will study the records 
and notes of the Lindberghs’ flights 
and from them will evolve answers 
to many questions of inter-conti- 
mental transocean flying. It was 
to acquire such data that the Lind- 
berghs undertook the trip, under 
the auspices of Pan-American Air- 
ways. 

Again, as in his New York-to- 
Paris solo flight, the accuracy of 
the Lindbergh navigation and the 
smoothness of the Lindbergh fly- 
ing skif were notable. 

Forty major hops were made and 
many side trips, with no worse 
mishap than slight damage to a 
propeller. 

The Lindberghs, some times with 
Mrs. Lindbergh at the controls but 
mo. with the Colonel at the 
stick, took the North Atlantic in 
easy jumps and erossed the South 
Atlantic in one 1875-mile flight. 
Mostly Mrs. Lindbergh worked 
the radio, sending out reports of 
the plane’s progress.

Albert Fletcher, union movie op- 
erator, who was testing a film, was 
knocked down and bruised by the 
blast at the theater. Damage to the 
buildings was negligible. 

The explosion at the Princess Ho- 
tel occurred at 12:03 a. m., on the 
roof of -a one-story unoccupied 
building in the courtyard at the 
rear of the hotel proper. 
Bell, 6021 Pershing avenue, report- 
ed he was passing a nearby alley a 
few minutes earlier and saw a man 
throw something onto the roof of 
the building back of the hotel. The 
man hurried to an _ automobile 
parked in the alley and drove east, 
Bell said. 


30 Windows Broken. 


Bell reached the Gem Restaurant, 
1727 Market street, when the bomb, 
thought from the resulting odor to 
have been made of black powder, 
exploded with a loud report. About 
30 windows in' the hotel were brok- 
en and a hole about.a foot square 
was torn in the roof. The damage 
was estimated at $100 by police.

bottles to ali customers. 

Hotel dining rooms change from 
day to day. Several of them sold 
liquor for a time after Dec. 5, andy 
then stopped because their lobby- 
ists in Jefferson City sent word to 
the Hotel Men’s Association that 
they were injuring their cause by 
offending the dignity of the State 
law-makers. Constant demand, 
however, has caused the relaxation 
of the rule as regards “friends of 
the management.” And the man- 
agements have few enemies. 


Prices Continue High. 
Prices remain high. By the drink, 
so-called “bonded” whisky is 40 
cents at most places and blended 
whisky, 25. By the pint the range 
is from about $1.50 for the cheapest 
blended stuff to $5 for guaranteed 
18-year-old ‘bourbon. 
Well known brands of Scotch are 
listed on most price cards at from 
$38 to $4.50 a quart. But the quarts 
are 26-ounce bottles, and 26 ounces 
is a fifth of a gallon, six ounces 
short of a standard quart.

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| St. Louisan Who Paid Way Around 


World as Painter ‘and Portrait He Made 


GAVE UP FORTUNE AT 4 
TO EARN OWN LING 


1J. Dwight Bridge Back in St. 
Louis After Working Way 
Around World. 


J. Dwight Bridge, portrait paint- 
er, son of wealthy Hudson Bridge, 
chairman of the board of Bridge 
& Beach Manufacturing Co., 
turned over his entire inheritance 
to his divorced wife last March, 
disposed of all his personal belong- 
ings, and put into practice his long- 
held theory that “inherited money 
is more of a hindrance than a 
help.” Penniless, he set out to work 
his way around the world. That 
was on March 10. He has just re- 


turned from the trip. Soon after 
he started he had made enough 
money to travel most of the way 
first class, and has enough left to 
keep him for a while in a suite at 
the Park Plaza. 

Bridge refuses to say how large 
an inheritance he gave up, declar- 
ing he doesn’t know how much it 
was, since “I never felt that it be- 
longed to me.” He, Mrs. Bridge 
and their two sons, could have lived 
on it comfortably, however, for the 
rest of their lives. 

Drawbacks of Wealth. 

Since he was 10 years old he has 
had the feeling that inherited 
wealth “is a great obstruction.” 
This belief has been strengthened 
during the years. He believes it 
holds good for “nine out of every 
ten men who inherit money.” 

“But there’s always something 
that holds them down,” he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. “Most 
of the college chaps I know say 
they’d like to do the same thing, 
but then they enumerate the rea- 
sons why they can’t. Usually they’re 
afraid of hurting the older genera- 
tion. But it’s only youth that 
counts.” 

For some unexplained reason, 
Bridge wanted to start his trip 
around the world “from the geo- 
graphical center of the United 
States.” He flew to Kansas City, 
changed there into corduroy trous- 
ers, flanne) shirt, windbreaker and 
cap, and took the night train to Sa- 
lina, Kan. He got there at 9:30 p. 
m., laid all his money—30 cents and 
his half-filled package of cigarettes 
down on the. station platform, 
buried his wedding ring and, 
although it was night, immediately 
began a-search for employment. 
He was 40 years old. 

“T asked what provision was 
made for the unemployed,” he said, 
“and presented my problem: that 
I was a man from the East, without 
any funds, a painter who could 
whitewash fences and paint doors, 
portraits or murals. But there was 
ho work to be had in Salina that 
night.” 

He spent the night in the jail 
building, sleeping on newspapers; 
was given a cup of coffee in the 
morning, and started walking west. 
He got no ride for 10 miles, then 
earned his lunch by drawing pencil 


sketches at a filling station of the 


proprietor’s children. He walked 10 
miles more and earned a bea in a 
tourist camp by drawing more 
sketches of children. 


That was by far the slowest part 
of the trip. The next day he got a 
ride to Denver. He could get no 
worl., finally borrowe@ $10 from a 
friend to get to Colorado Springs. 
Here he painted some doors and 
window sashes for $6 and as a re- 
sult of the publicity obtained a 
commission to paint a portrait for 
$200. 

Then he flew to California, visited 
his sons in Pasadena, and got $600 
for two portraits painted there. By 
now the formula was established. 
He got publicity because of his rep- 
utation as a painter and the nature 
of his trip, and he was willing to 
paint portraits cheap. That brought 
him business. 

Making Good in China. 

First-class to Honolulu, where 
business was bad, and as a result, 
third-class—the only American in a 
whole deckload of Japanese—to Yo- 
kohama. Then to Shanghai, where 
he met Harold Bixby of St. Louis, 
who got him a commission to paint 
a portrait of Judge Purdy of the 
American Court in China. The por- 
trait was hung in the American 
Club and newspapers carried the 
story that it had been done for 
$150. Then the “market was flood- 
ed with orders for $150 pictures.” 

Bridge raised the price to $250, 
then to $500, and went over to Ja- 
pan to do eight portraits. By the 
end of October he had been in 
Shanghai for 11 weeks, lived in a 
large suite at the Metropole Hotel, 
had a Chinese servant, and a 
ticket first class to New York. He 
left, although he had orders for 
more portraits. 

In China and Japan his portraits 
were all of Americans except one, 
that of Mrs. Luther Chang, sister- 
in-law of T. V. Soong. The trip was 
enjoyable, he says, “except for the 
uninteresting faces I had to paint 
to get money.” 

Active in Church Here. 


In 1917, Bridge, having finished 
school at Pawling, N. Y., and 
studied at the Art Students’ League 
in New York, decided to give up his 
career in art to enter the Episcopal 
ministry. He had taught a Bible 
class at Epiphany Episcopal Mis- 
sion here and his family was active 
in St. Peter’s Churc He says now 
he wouldn’t have gone through 
with it anyway, but the war inter- 
vened and he went. overseas as a 
First Lieuetnant in the camouflage 
unit. He was the fjrst St. Louisan 
to return home from this group. 

Shortly after his return he mar- 
ried Mrs. Caroline Keck Herter, 
whose husband, a brothsr of Chris- 
tian Herter, publisher of “The 
Sportsman,” had been killed in the 
war. Their two sons are John, 13 
years old, and David, 11. 

His wife, from whom he was sep- 
arated two years, obtained the di- 
vorce in California a short time be- 
fore Bridge left on his _ trip. 
She hopes’ their sons will 
grow up and also. renounce 
their inheritance. Bridge says 
he doesn’t want to influence them 
one way or the other “A man owes

Joseph Alexander, Sen- 
tenced With L. W. Bad- 
gett, Pleads for J. D.

James Donald Potter, 24-year-old 
former studenc at the University of 
Illinois and the father of two chil- 
dren, wus one of three men sen- 
tenced to prison terms today by 
Federal Judge Wham at East St. 
Louis, when they pleaded guilty of 
mail robbery at Effingham, IIL, last 
Oct. 10. 

Potter was sentenced to'10 years 


in the Leavenworth penitentiary on 
his plea of guilty of assaulting a 
mail clerk with intent to rob, and 
received a 25-year suspended sen- 
tence for assault with a deadly 
weapon. 

The others, Joseph Alexander of 
Pana, Ill., and Lewis W. Badgett of 
Galesburg, Ill, both former con- 
victs, were sentenced to 25 year 
terms for assault on a mail clerk 
with a deadly weapon with intent 
to rob. 

Asked if he had any statement to 
make for himself, Alexander, known 
as “Coco,” replied that he had not, 
but that he would like to speak in 
behalf of Potter. 

“He’s just a kid and doesn’t know 
what it’s all about,” pleaded Alex- 
ander, who has spent most of the 
time since 1908 in various prisons 
for crimes ranging from larceny to 
counterfeiting and bank robbery. 
“T’d like to see the Court give him 
a light sentence and let me serve it 
for him.” 

Potter said he entered the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in 1930, after he 
was married, in order to educate 
himself as an athletic coach. Un- 
able to continue his studies because 
of lack of money, he said he ob- 
tained employment in gambling 
houses near Champaign and that 
the need of funds for one of his 
children, who was ill, led him to 
take part in the mail robbery. 

The robbers, thinking they were 
obtaining a large amount of money, 
held up a clerk at the Union Sta- 
tion baggage room at Effingham, 
taking six mail pouches which 
proved to contain nothing of value. 
The robbers were arrested Oct. 24 
after holding up the Western State 
Bank at South Bend, Ind., taking 
$2500. 

Badgett and Alexander signed 
confessions in which they admitted 
participation in three other Illinois 
bank robberies this year. These 
were: Cullom, June 3, $3500; Laura, 
Aug. 30, $2000, and Modesta, July 
17, $1200. 


Sharp Drop in Scrap Gold Price.

The funeral will be conducted 
by the Rev. Dr. Loren M. Edwards, 
pastor of Grace Church, and burial 
will be in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

Flags on city buildings were at 
half-staff today in the former Gov- 
ernor’s honor, this display having 
been ordered by Mayor Dickmann 
yesterday for a 30-day period. 

State Senate Resolution. 

The State Senate adopted a reso- 
lution yesterday, and the House of 
Representatives today. The Senate 
resolution deplored “the loss to the 
State in the ending of this fine 
Missourian’s useful career.”: Sena- 
tor Michael Kinney, President pro 
tem of the Senate, named Senators 
Brogan and Depelheuer of St. Louis 
and Senator Bales of Shannon 
County to attend the funeral. The 
lower House will send Representa- 
tives Talbert of Cape Girardeau, 
Eilers’ of St. Louis and Freeland of 
Taney County. 

Gov. Park said: “All Missouri 
mourns the loss of one of the great- 
est Governors Missouri ever had, 
and one of its most outstanding 
citizens.” 

“He was always a friend of the 
common citizen,” said Speaker W. 
H. Meredith of the House. “Al- 
though he had accumulated a for- 
tune, he never forgot that he had 
once been a poor boy. The Demo- 
cratic party has lost an outstand- 
ing leader, and Missouri one of her 
best and foremost citizens.” 

Widow, Sons and Daughter. 

Gov. Gardner is survived by his 
widow, formerly Miss Jeanette Vos- 
burgh, to whom he was married in 
1894; two sons, William King Gard- 
ner and Dozier Lee Gardner, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Robert N. Hawes. 
He died early yesterday in Barnes 
Hospital from toxemia, resulting 
from an infection of the jaw. The 
family home is at 4508 West Pine 
boulevard. 

Gov. Gardner’s term was 1917 to 
1921, covering the years of this 
country’s participation in the World 
War. ‘His death followed by a few 
months that of Sam A. Baker, Re 
publican, who was Governor from 
1925 to 1929. Three former Gover- 
nors now survive, Elliott W. Major, 
who was Gov. Gardner’s Democratic 
predecessor, 1913-17; Arthur M. 
Hyde, Republican, who succeeded 
Gov. Gardner, 1921-25, and Henry S. 
Caulfield, Republican, whose term 
expired this year.

The remark from the bench came 
as Attorney Samuel A. Ettelson 
shouted charges that Samuel In- 
sull Sr. dictated the receiverships, 
declaring: “The receivership of util- 
ity investments was framed by 
plain, downright jugglery, not on 
the part of shyster lawyers, but by 
prominent lawyers and big bankers 
and business men.” 

Judge Evans’ statement came as 
Ettelson reviewed evidence of con- 
ferences between Insull and bank- 
ers behind locked doors at which 
the utilities magnate allegedly di- 
rected what companies should go 
into receivership. At what time, 
the names of the receivers, the at- 
torneys and the petitioning credi- 
tors. 

“There is no question that the 
bill of complaints showed it (Insull 
Utility Investments, Inc.) was hope- 
lessly ripe for receivership, and it 
may be said for bankruptcy, at 
least eight or ten months earlier 
than the action was _ instituted,’ 
Judge Evans said. 

“Certainly, with. $110,000,000 in 


‘}debts and only $2,000,000 in assets, 


it is perfectly idle to assume that 
action should not have been taken 
earlier.” 

Ettelson is seeking to prevent 
payment of fees to Calvin Fentress, 
charging that Insull directed the 
naming of Fentress as receiver.

[OW BID ON THE ALTON 


LOCKS UNDERESTIMATE 


Chicago Firm Offers to Do 
Work for $350,000 Below 
Government Figures. 


A gathering which filled the 
United States District Courtroom 
today attended the opening of bids 
for constructing the twin locks of 
the Alton dam. The lowest of the 
five bids was that of John Grif- 


fiths & Sons Co., of Chicago, $3,- 
194,702.32. The Government’: esti- 
mate, made known after the read- 
ing of the bids, was $3,545,963.30, or 
more than $350,000 above the Grif- 
fiths bid. 

Of the four other bids, that of 
S. A. Healy & Co. of Davenport, 
Ta.,, was second lowest, being $3,- 
389,314.86. Arundel Corporation of 
Baltimore bid $3,430,245.61;: Kansa¢ 
City Bridge Co., $3,613,968.46, and G. 
Locke Tarlton, St. Louis, $4,078,- 
440.22. The United States Engineer 
Corps will check the plans and 
equipment of the low bidder, and 
wil! award the contract within two 
weeks. 

The contractor is required to be- 
gin construction within 10 days 
after the award. The work, which 
is the first part of an $8,000,000 
dam and lock, is expected tc em- 
ploy 500 men for 600 working days, 
or nearly two years. 

The Ggiffiths bid showed the 
American Bridge Co., as sub-con- 
tractor furnishing steel, of which 
7,500,000 pounds wili be required for 
building the locks. { 

Besides the twin locks, which are 
on the Illinois side of the Missis- 
sippi River, the present contract in- 
cludes cofferdam construction and 
removal, earth dike on the Missouri 
side, hanging of gates and installa- 
tion of machinery, and construstion 
of a sewer in Alton, to replace one 
with which the work interferes. 

Wage scales and working condi- 
tions, as prescribed for the contrac- 
tors, were announced by Capt. B. 
M. Harloe, chief. of the district en- 
gineers’ office here. Under NRA 
rules, which are opposed to migra-! 
tory movements of labor, pfefer- 
ence in employment will be given 
to bona fide residents of the two 
counties in which the work is to be 
done, Madison County, Ill., and St. 
Charles County, Mo. 

The 30-hour week will be ob- 
served, with weekly payday. Only 
materials produced in this country 
and under NRA sanction will be 
used. 

Capt. Harloe said the scale of 

pay, fixed in Washington, was 
higher in some items, and lower in 
some other items, than local union 
scales. Pay of carpenters, boiler 
makers, cement finishers, electri- 
cians, painters, sheet metal work- 
ers and engineers of hoists, derricks 
and.stationary engines is $1.20 an 
hour. For plumbers, steamfitters 
and pile driver operators, the scale 
‘is $1.25 an hour; steam shovel op- 
erators and concrete mixer opera- 
tors, $1.35 an hour, and structural 
steel workers and welders, $1.47 an 
hour. . 
For pile-driver leadsmen and 
other assistants in pile-driving, the 
scale is $1 an hour; for tractor op- 
erators, 90 cents; for various help- 
ers and firemen, 70, 75 and 80 cents; 
and for unskilled workers not using 
tools, 50 cents. 

Capt. Harloe said that in the 
past four months, more than 10,000 
‘men had been put to work in the 
| St. Louis engineer district, ‘on 
|dike and revetment work on the 
| Mississippi and Missouri Rivers. As 
a result of this work, closed quar- 
ries and sawmills have been 
opened, and local merchants have 
had a stimulated trade. The pro- 
jects now under way extend from 
Hermann, on the Missouri River, 
to the mouth of the Ohio River at 
Cairo, Ill. The river work has re- 
sulted in an improved channel in 
tthe Mississippi, despite the present 
extremely low water. 

About $5,000,000 has been spent 
by the Government in four months 
on river work in the St. Louis dis- 
trict, aside from the work soon to 
begin at Alton.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
today appointed Henry G. Zander 
Jr. of Chicago manager for Illinois 
to succeed William George Donne, 
whose resignation was accepted 
yesterday. 

“Mr. Donne’s resignation,” an 
announcement said, “follows the re- 
ceipt of various complaints by the 
corporation concerning alleged ex- 
cessive charges for appraisals in 
Chicago and Cook County, and pub- 
licity given to claims that various 
attorneys, supposed brokers and 
others were seeking to act for both 
home owners and mortgagees on 
the representation that they could 
secure prompt granting of loans if 
paid commissions. 

Punitive Provisions in Law. 

John H. Fahey, chairman of the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, 
declared in a statement that the 
home owners’ loan act provides for 
fines of $10,000 or five years’ im- 
prisonment or both for false ap- 
praisals or any other misrepresenta- 
tions, 

“The fact that such a tremendous 
number of applications have been 
filed throughout the country mak- 
ing prompt action impossible, while 
applications continue to come in, 
has been taken advantage of by 


unscrupulous persons who attempt/§ 


to impose upon the public,” Fahey 
said. 

“They approach home owners 
needing loans as well as lenders 
who are willing to exchange mort- 
gages for the corporation’s bonds, 
claiming special ability to advance 
the closing of loans. 


“Those pretenders usually allege 
that they stand in with some rep- 
resentative of the corporation and 
that this fact enables them to get 
liberal loans immediately. 

“Of course, agents of the cor- 
poration have no knowledge of 
these pretensions and such _  at- 
tempts to gouge those having loans 
under consideration by the corpor- 
ation are plain frauds. We propose 
to follow up energetically every 
case brought to our attention and 
prosecute every violation we find. 

“No Influence Necessary.” 

“No influence of any kind is nec- 
essary or will be considered in dis- 
posing of loan applications filed 
with this corporation. No one 
needs to pay a cent to anyone to 
receive preferred attention. Appli- 
cants for loans which the corpora- 
tion can make will get what they 
are rightfully entitled to: no more 
and no less. Exactly the same fair 
treatment will be afforded to lend- 
ers.” 

Donne’s resignation followed con- 
ferences with the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation. Donne, Fahey 
said, submitted to the board elab- 
orate data defending his actions. 
His resignation was accompanied 
by a statement that although he 
was able to refute all charges he 
thought it would be better for Il- 
linois home owners if he resigned. 

Fahey said today the Govern- 
ment’s legal agencies were inves- 
tigating individuals alleged to have 
sought commissions in connection 
with applications for home loans. 
He said the Justice Department's 
Bureau of Investigation had been 
requestid to pursue the ‘chiselers” 
and that the Postmaster-General 


would make a similar inquiry in- 


volving possible use of the mails to 
defraud lenders and borrowers.

Dickinson today opposed before the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
its proposal to abolish foreign tax 
credits in the new revenue bill and 
ran into questioning by committee 
members favoring the proposal. 


Opening his statement with the 
assertion that the proposition 
“amounts to double taxation,” Dick- 
inson said that the proposed repeal 
of the foreign tax credit allowance 
“reverses the policy against double 


away since 1918.” 

“It is hardly a favorable time to 
impose additional tax burdens on 
our foreign trade,” Dickinson said. 
“We have been trying to improve 
ag 

Dickinson said foreign trade had 
dropped from $5,900,000,000 to $1,- 
600,000,000 since 1929 and that in 
the first eight months of the pres- 
ent year it had averaged only $100,- 
000,000 a month. Due to the meas- 
ures taken by the administration, 
however, he said, foreign trade in- 
creased in October to $200,000,000. 
“Total revenues to be derived 
from the proposed foreign tax credit 
repeal is relatively very small,” he 
said, adding that it was less than 
$10,000,000. “It seerrs to me the 
change is hardly necessary,” he 
said. 

Morgenthau’s Attitude. 


Dickinson recalled that acting 
Secretary of the Terasury Henry 
Morgenthau Jr. also opposed the 
proposition whereby taxes paid to 
foreign countries should be allowed 
only as a deduction from gross in- 
come and not as credit against 
taxes paid the United States. 
Morgenthau, in his tax recom- 
mendations last week, said he 
feared if the foreign tax credit 
were eliminated that “American 
taxpayers doing business abroad 
would have an additional incentive 
to organize foreign corporations to 
take over their foreign business, 
with resultant loss of both business 
and revenue therefrom.” 

What Is Proposed. 
Dickinson said that, when an 
American concern operating in a 
foreign country, pays property taxes 
to the foreign nation and an income 
tax to the same country, “it does 


not seem to me that that income 
should be taxed again.” 
Under present law, American 


concerns operating in foreign coun- 
tries make out their income tax 
returns here and are allowed to 
deduct the amount paid foreign 
nations. Under the committee’s 
proposal, they would be allowed to 
deduct the taxes paid foreign coun- 
tries from their gross income. 


Views of Church Groups GivenLate 


Yesterday—Conscription of Wealth. 
Representatives of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis and the National 
Catholic Welfare Council urged the 
committee to bring about a redis- 
tribution of wealth through heavier 
income taxes on the rich. 

Dr. Sidney E. Goldstein of the 
Free Synagogue, New York, speak- 
ing for the Conference of American 
Rabbis, voiced opposition to the is- 
suance of bonds to finance the 
President’s recovery program, on 
the ground that it would “mortgage 
posterity.” He said: : 

“In the present emergency, the 
Government has not only the right, 
but the duty to conscript income 
and wealth. Unless we agree to re- 
distribute the income of the coun- 
try justly through law and a new 
and radical system of taxation, we 
have every reason to feel that the 
income and wealth will be seized 
and redistributed through violence 
and riots, bloodshed and _ civil 
strife.” 

Dr. Goldstein said, “The natienal 
income can be justly and equitably 
distributed” through a limitation 
on the amount each man may re 
tain from year to year, suggesting 
that the maximum be placed at 
$25,000 and the minimum at bBe- 
tween $1800 and $2000. “We must 
agree not only upon a minimum 
wage; we must also agree upon a 
maximum income,” he said. He also 
advocated conscription of estates 
by the. Government, which would 
liquidate them and distribute a 
small portion to the heirs and re- 
tain the remainder for the Federal 
Treasury.

in the general revision are under 
instructions to base their repofts 
on present conditions, and to dis- 
regard all prior assessments.

Ickes Says Many Unemployed

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Scant 
prospects for many unemployed 
workers to regain their old jobs 
were indicated in Secretary of In- 
terior Ickes’ annual report today to 
President Roosevelt., 

. But a pronounced movement back 

to the farm was said to be taking 
care of some workers. The Govern- 
ment, the report recalled, is aiding 
urban families to become self-sus- 
taining on homesteads in small ru- 
ral communities. 

“A fact of large significance for 
industrial recovery programs in the 
present situation,” said a section 
summarizing the work of the Fed- 
eral Board for Vocational Educa- 
tion, “is that even trained workers, 
who have been displaced or let out 
in the period of recession, can in 
large proportion of instances never 
be taken back on the pay rolls of 
industry at their old jobs, either 
during or following the period of 
resumption.” 

The report said their training and 
experience will have become misfit 
as a result of technological ad- 
vance.

In studying NRA and AAA, with a view 
to forecasting their future, it is important to 
fix clearly in mind that both have been set 
up, and both have received the support of 
American producers, because of the general 
impression that prices have collapsed owing 
to an over-production of goods.

Several informal conferences 
have already been held on Capitol 
Hill on the situation. Amendments 
broadening the scope of the law 
are certain to be proposed.

These bonds are not Government 
securities. The Government mere- 
ly guarantees interest payment. The 
demand is that the Government 
make them full-fledged Government 
bonds, with an interest rate in line 
with those of other Government se- 
curities.

22,000,000" SAW CHICAGO FAIR 
GROSS REVENUE $37,000,000 


Century of Progress Say Totals Are 
Greater Than Any Other 
American Exposition. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—With a Cen- 
tury of Progress Exposition § re- 
cessed for the winter, auditors to- 
day issued their official report 
showing that during its five and a 
half months of operation it attract- 
ed 22,320,456 persons and had a 
gross revenue of $37,270,526.05. 

These totals, they said, placed it 
ahead of all other American expo- 
sitions and were exceeded by only 
two other foreign fairs, which were 
open for longer periods. 

The report said that the gross 
revenue of the-fair as a corpora- 
tion was $18,404,149.08, tHe rest of 
the amount going to concession- 
aires and exhibitors. Net revenue 
of the fair corporation was placed 
at $2,488,933.83 on a construction 
cost of $38,647,836.69. 

In the concession group, those 
listed as shows and _ spectacles 
topped the list with a gross income 
of $7,513,081.26, followed by restau- 
rants with a total of $6,703,205.56. 
Stores, utilities, refreshments and 
rides and amusements finished in 
the order named with the last be- 
ing well above the two million dollar 
mark. 

The operator of the pay wash- 
rooms, barred during next year’s 
period of the fair, took in a grand 
total of $861,517.13.

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FOLK FESTIVAL GROUP 
HOLDS FIRST MEETING 


National Exhibit and Program 
at New Auditorium in 
April Planned. 


Plans for the National Folk Fes- 
tival, to be held here.next April 
as part of the dedication of the 
new Municipal Auditorium, were 
discussed at the first meeting of 
the St. Louis committee sponsoring 
the festival, at Hotel Jefferson yes- 


terday. 

Miss Sarah Gertrude Knott, na- 
tional director, who originated the 
festival idea and obtained backing 
for it among prominent St. Louis- 
ans, described its objective as “to 
bring together from various re- 
gions of the United States groups 
attempting to discover and pre- 
serve native American folk ma- 
terial.” 

It is planned to hold six evening 
performances and two matinees in 
the music hall of the Auditorium, 
with exhibits of folk arts and crafts 
in adjoining assembly halls. The 
festival will be open to any native 
folklore group, including North 
‘American Indian and Negro 
groups and there will be contests 
between the groups in folk music, 
plays, dances and the arts and 
crafts exhibits. 

George Pullen Jackson, director 
of white spirituals, Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, Nashville, Tenn., and also 
a member of the Advisory Com- 
mittee, described his work in per- 
petuating folk songs of the Ten- 
nessee mountains. Jackson, who 
will be in charge of the music di- 
vision of the festival, is the editor 
of a recent book of 350 American 
folk songs. 

Mrs. May Kennedy McCord, folk- 
lorist of Springfield, Mo. and a 
member of the Advisory Commit- 
tee, told ofOzark life and manners 
and said the language of the moun- 
taineers is closely related to that 
of the Elizabethan period in En- 
gland. Former Mayor Kiel, one of 
the St. Louis committee, said the 
undertaking deserved the backing 
of every St. Louisan and compared 
its magnitude to that of Municipal 
Opera.

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A Difficult Hand to Bid 


HE following hand dese.’ves an 
article. It shows, for one thing, 
how vital ‘t is to bid 26 cards 
as a unit, and not to bid 13 against 
(instead of with) 13 It proves 
once again that no trumps is the 
winning bid when no other real fit 
can be found, despite Ahe posses- 


sion of powerful 


Finally, it demonstrates the exceed- 
ingly delicate inference that your 
partner can at times draw from the 
fact that you have opened the bid. 
ding first or second hand, but never- 
theless seem to back down on every 


subsequent bidding opportunity. 
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South dealt and bid a spade in 
view of his freakishly aggressive 
type of hand. Two hearts by North; 
two spades, obviously; three clubs 
by North, a constructive rebid pre- 
paring potentially for no trumps. 
North does not want to crowd the 


bidding in any way while uncertain | 


whether their fit may not after all 
be in clubs and not in no trumps; 
he also would like to get in another 
rebid of hearts in case South’s sec- 
ond suit is diamonds. If South's 
hand is not purely aggressive, the 
club bid should enable him to 
branch to no trumps; if it is a 
spade-diamond two-suiter, he is en- 
abled to show diamonds at three, 
permitting North to rebid hearts 
again at a low level—low enough, 
I mean, not to drive the partner- 
ship beyond three no trumps. If 
South’s hand is entirely founded on 
Spades and they are solid, they still 
must be accompanied by a high red 
card to constitute an opening bid. 
In this case, South will “take the 
strain” and bid four spades over 
three clubs. This was North’s rea- 
soning. 

Now South bids three diamonds; 
three heurts by North; three spades 
by South, still unwilling to “take 
the strain” by jumping to four 
spades, still unwilling to support 
hearts though twice rebid. At this 
point most of the North players 
gave wp, and bid three no trumps, 
which South rightly passed. A club 
was opened, and it is, as you see, 
a spread for six. Declarer must 
force out the ace of hhearts and can 
throw away the ace of diamonds if 
he cares to; if a spade were opened 
he must take the finesse, as the 
ace of hearts is still out against 
him. 


Down One at Six Hearts. 


Some players did not give up 
slam hopes; instead of bidding three 
no trumps over three spades (fol- 
lowing the bidding already given 
above), they made what I consider 
the correct bid—five hearts. This 
says clearly, “I realize you have a 
‘minnie’ in primary tricks and 
opened only because of your ag- 
gressive spade hand; nevertheless, 
though you cannot support my 
hearts at all, it appears, I tell you 
(after hearing about your ace of 
diamonds) that thic hand is safe at 
five hearts. I may lose two tricks in 
hearts, but that is all; can you help 
me with a heart honor, and so 
eliminate a loser for me?” Now 
South knows his king of hearts is a 
key card, and bids six hearts. How- 
ever, East has also learne some- 
thing from the bidding—and that is 
that North’s hearts are not solid at 
the top. If it is the ace that is miss- 
ing, probably West holds it, and 
will get in on the first trump lead. 
So East led his singleton diamond; 
West returned it after grabbing the 
first trump lead with his ace; and 
the ruff set the slam contract in 
hearts. However, two North players 
go to 


The Perfect Contract—Six No 
Trumps. 

One did so because West doubled 
the hearts, expecting that North 
could not draw all his trumps and 
also carry out all the ruffing which 
the bidding seemed to indicate as 
his necessary line of play. How- 
ever, one North bid six no trumps 
over six hearts without being 
doubled; he said “the bidding had 
shown a lop-sided hand; we plainly 
had every suit wel! protected; why 
should the hand not play at least 
as safely in no trumps as in hearts, 
without the risk of an early ruff?” 
He realized that the time factor 
was with them for no trumps ve- 
cause it involved only high cards, 
but that it might be against them 
in the suit, where it involved freak 
distributiow — the actual danger 
that the bidding had indicated. A 
beautiful bid, was it not?

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Charcoal as a Medicine 


HERE was a time when w,, 
ry charcoal, o1 carbo-ligni, as jt 

called in Latin, had an impo 
ant place among the drugs con 
monly prescribed by physicians jy 
recent years, however, it has hee, 
dropped from such lists of user, 
drugs. 

Perhaps charcoal has suffer 
because of the exaggerated clain, 
of its proponents. At one time 
was commonly employed in. th. 
treatment of a variety of gastric 
disturbances. 

Charcoal, of course, cannot curs 
dyspepsia or do much for indige; 
tion. At best it can serve as a p; 
liative, reducing some of the dis 
comfort associated with these co, 
ditions. For charcoal has an 
common capacity for absorbing 
variety of substances, includij 
gases and fluids. 

It is in this connection that chs 
coal has been brought forward 
useful in the emergency treatmen 
of poisoning. 

Two Canadian scientists hay 
demonstrated that charcoal is apy 
excellent medicinal] substance jz 
cases of poisoning, and they clain 
that “in 21 cases where death wouk 
presumably have occurred, the a¢ 
ministration of charcoal] saved th 
patient.” 

Among the poisons studied in thi 
connection were phosphorus, mo 
phine, bichloride of mercury, a 
senic, veronal and alcohol. 

Experimentally it was shown a\ 
that charcoal has the capacity 1 
absorb large amounts of poisono 
materials. For example, a sing\ 
teaspoonful of charcoal can absort 


‘about six times the amount o 
'strychnine that would prove fats 
to a man. 

When, therefore, a poisoning 
emergency arises, charcoal in pow 
der form can prove a useful first 
aid treatment. When the nature o 
the poison is unknown, when the: 
‘is an unavoidable delay in washing 
out the stomach, and both befo 
jand after vomiting has been in 
‘duced, the poisoned individual c: 
| profit by the administration of sé 
| eral teaspoonsful of charcoal.

once reporters...The apprenticeship that goes with playing a type- 
writer for a newspaper fits a fellow for the fight to fame...There 
are statesmen in’ Washington, who once did time on their home town 
gazettes—and there are giants in industry—from Wall Street to Hol-
